School Starts Free Lunch 
Program for Needy Youth 


Congressman Omar Burleson, in 
his newsletter this week, discusses 
a subject that the Supreme Court 
must decide in the near future that 
could alter the whole concept of our 
nation. Because this decision could 
affect us here in Hamlin just as 
much as the rest of the country we 
are using Cong. Burleson’s news­ 
letter in its entirety in this column 
this week. 
’’Legislation of far-reaching im­ 
portance is scheduled for the so­ 
called ’Lame Duck' Session which 
opened Monday the 16th. 
"Also important to the nation are 
decisions within the Federal Agen­ 
cies of the Administration not re ­ 
quiring Congressional action. Im­ 
portant decisions of the Supreme 
Court will be watched with great in­ 
terest. A number of cases now pend­ 
ing before the Court deals with prob­ 
lems in the public schools based on 
conflicting opinions by lower courts. 
For instance, the State Supreme 
Court of New Jersey has unanimous­ 
ly held that even voluntary prayer 
in a public school uttered at a ses­ 
sion in which students were not re ­ 
quired to attend, is a violation of the 
F irst Amendment to the Constitution. 
This is the Amendment which pro­ 
vides for the separation of church 
and state. 
"The New Jersey case comes out 
of the actions of a school principal 
who stood before the students in the 
gymnasium and recited a brief non­ 
denominational prayer which had 
previously been given before the U- 
nited States Senate. The reading of 
the prayer occurred before school 
was open and students were advised 
that they were not required to at­ 
tend. It was made clear that the par­ 
ents were the ones who would decide 
whether they wanted their children 
to hear a few minutes of religious 
expression before school started. 
The New Jersey Supreme Court held 
the principal’s action to be uncon­ 
stitutional. 
"Each session of the Senate and 
House is officially opened with a 
prayer by chaplains of each body. 
Most, if not all, State legislatures 
open with a prayer. 
"An earlier Supreme Court deci­ 
sion ruled that no governmental au­ 
thority can prescribe a prayer or 
make a prayer ’a part of its curric­ 
ula activity' but no where in its de­ 
cision was there any prohibition a- 
gainst voluntary praying. The spe­ 
cific case referred to a local school 
board. The Court's ruling was di­ 
rected against the doctrine of com­ 
pulsion—the idea of a prescribed 
prayer which the students had to ac­ 
cept. The Court did not, and has not, 
ruled illegal the opportunity to par­ 
ticipate in prayers for those who 
wish to do so. 
"The important question in the 
New Jersey case, soon to be deci­ 
ded, is whether the decision means 
that no prayer of any kind is to be 
permitted in a school building even 
if it is entirely voluntary. 
"Should the High Court uphold 
such a case as the one in New Je r­ 
sey, it is interesting to ponder what 
could be done to prohibit the Senate 
and House of Representatives from 
opening each Session with a prayer. 
"The Military Services provide 
Chaplains from different religions 
and, of course, attendance is volun­ 
tary. And, what would become of the 
phrase ’One Nation Under God’ in 
the pledge of allegiance to the Flag? 
Should a decision like that of the New 
Jersey Court be upheld, will the 
people bringing the suit also attack 
the inscriptions of the Diety on many 
Government buildings and demand 
the removal of ’In God We T rust’ 
from our coins ? 
"It is difficult to imagine that a 
Nation jfcftinded on Christian concepts 
would stand for nonsense of this na­ 
ture. fWe call ourselves a Christian 
Couqjfry. It is not likely we are go­ 
ing to stand by and see a deteriora­ 
tion of our concepts to a point pro­ 
hibiting voluntary worship. ”

The free or reduced rates 
are based on the family in­ 
come and the number in the 
family. Those receiving free 
lunches range from families 
with one child and making 
less than 
$1,200 a year to 
those with 
12 children in 
school and making less than 
$6,900.

Those whose income is just 
above those 
receiving free 
lunches will receive 
their 
lunches at a reduced rate — 
paying either 5 c or 15c. 
Families who feel that their 
children may be eligible for 
free or reduced price lunches 
are urged to 
apply to the 
principals of the schools their 
children are attending. Copies 
of the application form were 
sent home earlier by the stu­ 
dents to the parents. 
The 
completed application signed 
by an adult member of the 
family should be returned to 
the principal of the school 
the child is attending. 
Any unusual circumstances 
or hardships which affect the 
family’s ability to pay for 
school lunches will also be 
considered. 
Those 
include 
prolonged illness in the fami­ 
ly, unexpected expenses due 
to fire, flood, 
or any other 
disaster of this nature; sea­ 
sonal employment and simi­ 
lar emergency situations. 
If a family is not satisfied 
with the decision made on 
their application, it may re­ 
quest a hearing to appeal the 
decision. This request may 
be made orally or in writing 
to the 
Superintendent of 
Schools who will review the 
application with them to see 
if 
different 
arrangements 
can be made. 
The school district’s form­ 
al free and 
reduced price 
policy statement and proced­ 
ure that will be followed when 
a decision is appealed are on 
file in the superintendent’s 
office and may be reviewed 
by any interested person.

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FROM THE FILES 


F O R T Y - F I V E Y E A R S AGO 
(November 6, 1925) 


On Friday, November6, the Ham­ 
lin Pied Pipers will meet the Rotan 
Yellow Jackets in one of the hardest 
battles of the season; since Rotan 
has never won an athletic contest in 
Hamlin, and she is striving to shat­ 
ter Hamlin's record.

It is not always that the Fire De­ 
partment gets remembered with a 
check or two after a fire, but the 
Hamlin boys are glad to report that 
they have recently been the recipi­ 
ents of good gifts. 
Following the fire at the Old Opera 
House last week, B. B. Colwell, who 
is the nearest neighbor to the burned 
building and one of the best firemen 
in town himself, just went down into 
his cash box and hooked out a twen­ 
ty five dollar check.
